SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (Non-film) entitled Bodacious Beauties is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The CD-ROM contains a collection of 1901 still image files, predominantly depicting 
adult females displaying their naked and semi-naked bodies in full colour photographs. 
Often the women are engaging the viewer with a direct gaze, and most are smiling 
and relaxed. A small number of images depict naked men and embracing male- 
female couples in a similar manner, although these images are less directly engaging. 
The overall tone of the collection is relaxed and sexual. The images are intended to 
titillate or sexually arouse the viewer. Depictions of demeaning conduct of a sexual 
nature and images in which female models are dehumanised by close-up 
presentations of their breasts, buttocks, or genitals form a small proportion of the 
publication. They do not impact significantly on the dominant effect of the publication. 

Consideration has also been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. The restriction on the availability of this publication, which is a limit 
on freedom of expression, is considered to be reasonable and demonstrably justifiable 
given the sustained sexual focus of the CD-ROM. 
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
